Japanese Man Who Committed Hari-

Tokio, June 2.—The proposed ap­ 
pointment of Jacob Gould Schurman, 
now American Minister to China, to 
succeed Cyrus E. Woods as Ambas­ 
sador from America to Japan is not 
received enthusiastically in Tokio. 
It was intimated Sunday that the 
remarks of the Kokumin, an influen­ 
tial newspaper, to the effect that Dr. 
Schurman** 
activities 
in 
Peking 
rendered him inacceptable, represent­ 
ed the views of a considerable official 
element. 
The Kokumin charged that 
Dr. Schurman 
had 
opposed Japan 
and showed indifference to her rights. 
It mentioned specifically the Minis­ 
ter’s opposition to Japan’s efforts to 
gain 
a 
foothold in China for the 
Mitsu wireless enterprise. 
Suicide Considered Martyr 
The suicide of a Japanese outside 
the ruins of the American Embassy 
has given a great impetus to the “na­ 
tional spirit movement” against the 
American exclusion legislation. Com­ 
ments of the press 
and 
interviews 
with prominent citizens, which the 
newspapers published Sunday morn­ 
ing, indicate that a profound nation­ 
wide 
impression 
has been created. 
The newspapers are strongly taking 
up the suggestion 
that the suicide 
should be given a national funeral. 
The suicide was carried out accord­ 
ing to the strange domestic Japanese 
code, which appeals very strongly to 
Japanese sentiment. 
He is sure to 
be regarded as a m artyr. 
Police Chief Lauds Suicide 
Shinkiohi 
Uyesugi, 
professor of 
the imperial Tokio University and 
leader of the “national spirit move­ 
ment,” says the hara-kiri shows that 
a solution of the exclusion question 
cannot be reached by speeches and 
notes, but by “the heroic resolution 
thus typified.”

bureau is quoted by the newspapers 
as saying: 
“I was never more profoundly im­ 
pressed by a suicide, although I have 
dealt with hundreds of them.

is no indication of insanity and the 
fact that the suicide did not disclose 
his name discloses that he was not 
seeking notoriety. 
He met his death 
like an ancient warrior. * The police 
have been ordered to take the great­ 
est care of the remains.

probably be shown honor due to a 
soldier who died on the battlefield.”

In Diplomatic Field 
Dr. Ignaz Seipel is said to be the 
first priest to head a European gov­ 
ernment since one was Prime Min­ 
ister of Holland a hundred years ago. 
He became Chancellor of Austria two 
years ago and has become one of the 
outstanding figures in the political 
life of Europe. 
Dr. Seipel is 48 years old. 
Tie en­ 
tered the priesthood in 1889. became a 
professor of religion in a girls* school 
at Salzburg and later a lecturer on 
theology in the University of Vienna. 
Favorite of Empress Zita 
He first became eminent in state af­ 
fairs in 1916-17, when he became a 
great favorite of the Empress Zita. 
In the late summer of 1918, when 
Austria’s war fortunes wrere failing, 
he was summoned to the post of Min­ 
ister of Education in an eleventh-hour 
effort to save the monarchy through 
h's personal popularity.

BRANDYWINE DEAD 


Lenape Resident Places Flags on 
Mound Over Hundreds of 
Heroes. 
Eddie Plank’s Garage 
“Where Service Counts Most' 
Wallace F. Wyllie 
West Chester, Pa., June 2.—Vet­ 
erans of the Civil War, the Spanish- 
American war and the World War 
I here and elsewhere throughout the 
county paid homage to the heroic dead 
on Memorial day. 
At Birmingham 
meeting house, a few miles distant, 
flags and flowers decorated the graves 
>f not only those who had fought in 
three of the wars of the last century, 
but also the resting places of Revolu­ 
tionary war soldiers. 
Thousands of 
[patriotic citizens were satisfied that 
full honors had been shown for all 
those who, during the span of merely 
a century and half, had responded to 
duty’s call of battle against the foes 
of the nation. 
But one place was missed. Veterans 
of the three of America’s wars, sight­ 
seers, pleasure seekers 
and others 
passed by without pausing at the spot, 
an unmarked trench by the roadside 
in an alfalfa field on Brandywine bat­ 
tlefield, at Sandy Hollow, where since 
the night of the battle, on September 
U, 1777, there have rested the remains 
rn hundreds of Revolutionary war sol­ 
diers, who fell in the fight. 
For more than 500 feet the outlines 
of this common grave can be traced. 
Many know of the existence of the 
trench and now and then the spot is 
pointed out to visitors to the battle­ 
ground. 
But of public honors the 
place has received none, for not even
